“I would like to see the arts 
brought in; not just sports, but arts 
and performances,” said Marlene 
Coffey of Halifax. 

Like many, Billy Reyno is still 
on the fence, and came to the 
meeting to find out more infor¬ 
mation. 

“I’m pro-Halifax. I don’t neces¬ 
sarily want to see them do this just 
for the sake of doing it. But if it 
makes sense, then I would be for 
it,” he said. 

The meetings continue tonight 
at 7 p.m. at Farrell Hall in Dart¬ 
mouth to discuss location and 
design. A third meeting takes 
place next month, and a fourth in

woman* impact on drug trade’ 


New Glasgow Police 
widened their focus area 
and called in extra recruits 
yesterday in the search for 
a 19-year-old Pictou County 
woman. 

Police said as of late yes¬ 
terday, no new leads have 
been found in the missing- 
persons case of Amber Kir- 
wan, who was last seen 
around 1:30 a.m. outside of 
Dooley’s in downtown New 
Glasgow on Sunday 

Const. Ken MacDonald 
said several out-of-town 
search-and-rescue teams 
were called in along with 
RCMP and members of the 
New Glasgow Fire Depart¬ 
ment to help with the 
search efforts. 

“We expanded the 
search with the New Glas¬ 
gow Fire Department boat, 
RCMP boat and having 
ground search-and-rescue 
members in kayaks,” he 
said. “Searchers are also in 
wooded areas.” 

Police were spotted pick¬ 
ing up black objects, which 
looked like shoes, from a 
grassy area near downtown 
New Glasgow yesterday af¬ 
ternoon, but MacDonald 
wouldn’t confirm if the ob¬ 
jects was relevant to 
Kirwan’s disappearance.

The RCMP in Nova Scotia 
have charged nine people 
in what they’re calling one 
of the biggest drug busts 
of2011. 

Police say they seized 
165 pounds of marijuana, 
seven kilograms of co¬ 
caine, about 2.5 kilograms 
of hash and hash oil, 
$185,000 in cash and nine 
vehicles over the past two 
days. 

The seizure comes after 
a six-month investigation 
into drug trafficking in 
HRM and the province, 
with seven residences be¬ 
ing searched. 

Police say they searched 
residences at 11 Spring- 
vale Ave. and 3457 Clare- 
mount Ave. in Halifax, 84 
Adelaide St. in Fairview, 69 
Sapphire Ct. in Lower 
Sackville, 180 Charles St. 
in Timberlea, and apart¬ 
ments 6A and 12A at 1980 
Margaret’s Bay Rd., also in 
Timberlea. 

“These arrests will have 
a significant impact on the 
drug trade in Nova Scotia,” 
said Chief Supt. Brian 
Brennan at a press confer¬ 
ence at Halifax RCMP 
headquarters yesterday. 

Police say the drugs, 
which were being traf¬ 
ficked from other parts of 
Canada, were destined for 
the streets of Nova Scotia, 
particularly HRM. 

Police are investigating 


how the drugs entered the 
province but they “suspect 
they were probably driven 
here,” said Brennan. “I 
find it hard to believe that 
that quantity had been 
flown here, cost-wise.” 

Police say the seized ve¬ 
hicles include a 2009 Acu- 
ra TSX, a 2005 and 2007 
BMW, a Volkswagen Jetta, 
a utility car and a one-ton 
truck. 

“By taking drugs and 
cash out of the hands of 
dealers the RCMP is send¬ 
ing a message that we are

Aerospace 
firms in line 
for $10M boost 


Premier Darrell Dexter 
yesterday announced a 
$ 10-million fund to help 
the province’s defence and 
aerospace industry. 

The fund will allow 
companies to apply for 
loans to help with expens¬ 
es related to equipment, 
tooling or engineering. 

Applications will be par¬ 
tially assessed on how 
many jobs will be created, 
and how funds help pro¬ 
ductivity and innovation. 

“This is a very specific 
fund,” Dexter told Metro. 

“One of the reasons 
(aerospace and defence 
companies) were not as 
successful in some of the 
contract proposals they 
had was around the way 
that proposals are scored 
with respect to access to 
capital.” 


Lapointe’s beef 


► The funding comes from a 
one-time allocation of the 
oft-maligned Industrial 
Expansion Fund — the 
largest investment from 
that fund since Auditor 
General Jacques Lapointe 
criticized it for lacking 
proper oversight. 

Dexter said the fund is 
meant to help companies 
pay for one-time costs. He 
also noted the province 
stands to make money too, 
due to the rate at which 
the money is loaned. 

The government says 
defence and aerospace 
industries contribute 
about $600 million to 
the province’s GDP.

Thomas Haliburton was a 
boy when HMS Shannon 
returned to Halifax towing 
the captured American 
ship USS Chesapeake.

liquor had evidently been 
handed through the ports 
by visitors in boats, were 
lying asleep on the bloody 
floor as if they had fallen 
in action and expired 
where they lay.” 


It’s but one of many 
scenes that played out in 
Halifax, then the head¬ 
quarters of the Royal Navy 
in North America, during 
the War of 1812. 

And the federal govern¬ 
ment wants to make sure 
you don’t forget it. 

The feds said yesterday 
they will embark on a $28- 
million campaign to com¬ 
memorate the 200-year 
anniversary of the war 
over the next four years. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay was in Halifax to 
talk about the significance 


of that war — part of sev¬ 
eral similar press confer¬ 
ences held across the 
country. 

“After the war, the sim¬ 
mering tension that lin¬ 
gered on both sides of the 
border led to the consoli¬ 
dation of forces here in 
Halifax,” said MacKay. 

“It resulted in the naval 
dockyard that we see 
today, and the final con¬ 
struction of the Citadel. 

“It’s clear to me that the 
War of 1812 was a defining 
event in our countries’ his¬ 
tory.”

Contractors 
not happy 

NEWPAGE. Some former 
contractors to the New- 
Page mill likely won’t be 
going back to work next 
week under a $14- 
million Nova Scotia gov¬ 
ernment program, says 
a spokesman for the 
harvesters. 

A group of 18 
contractors, who cut 
wood from Crown 
lands, met in Port 
Hawlcesbuiy yesterday 
to discuss the 
harvesting program 
meant to keep the 
industry alive until a 
buyer is found for the 
mill that shut down in 
Point Tupper last 
month. 

Paul Delaney, a 
spokesman for the 
group, said the majority 
are dissatisfied with pay 
rates and harvesting ar¬ 
eas contained in the 
province-funded 
package. 

He said most of the 
contractors are being 
asked to work at 50 per 
cent capacity and with a 
15 to 20 per cent cut in

Police say a shot fired at a 
man inside a three-storey 
apartment building in Clay¬ 
ton Park yesterday was not 
a random act. 

At about 1:45 p.m., two 
men in their 20s entered 
the building at 5 Harlington 
Cres. and got into an argu¬ 
ment with a male tenant 
who lives on the third floor, 
said police spokesperson 
Thersea Rath. 

“This resulted in one of 
the men firing a shot at the 
male resident. However, he 
was not struck,” she said, 
adding the altercation took 
place in the hallway. 

The two men were seen 
fleeing from the building

his third-floor unit. 

“I was a little nervous ...

with a roommate. 

A female tenant of the 
building, who asked not to 
be named, said the incident 
does not bother her. 

“They didn’t come and 
shoot up the whole build¬ 
ing. Obviously they had a 
plan. I’m not worried any¬ 
one is coming to shoot me,” 
she said. 

She said this is the first 
time she has heard of some¬ 
thing like this happening in 
the building, which she has 
lived in for about a year. 


Scarce shrub found on conserved land 


A shrub species that has 
never been seen before in 
Canada has been found by 
botanists on protected land 
in an area of southern Nova 
Scotia. 

Sean Blaney of the At¬ 
lantic Canada Conservation 
Data Centre in Sackville 
said yesterday the discovery 
of the maleberiy was made 


3 £The height, in 
•3metres, that the 
maleberry can grow. 


near the end of September 
on lands protected by the 
Nova Scotia Nature Trust 
near Long Lake. 

The maleberiy is a mem¬ 
ber of the blueberry family 


but produces non-edible 
fruit. 

Blaney said the shrub is 
more commonly found in 
southern Maine and other 
parts of the eastern United 
States and, though it had 
never been seen in Nova 
Scotia, is a native plant. 

“It’s certainly been here 
for quite a long time judg¬ 


ing by the size of the plants 
that we saw and the num¬ 
ber of them — probably 
hundreds if not thousands 
of years,” he said. 

He said the shrub was 
discovered simply because 
researchers happened to be 
looking in the swampy area 
where it was found.

Economic growth 
on wane: Report 


O But N.S. jobless rate now lowest in Atlantic Canada 
O Deep Panuke project looked to boost 2012 exports

Weakening U.S. demand, 
fiscal restraint and the 
slowdown of capital spend¬ 
ing projects have down¬ 
shifted Nova Scotia’s 
economic outlook, accord¬ 
ing to a new report re¬ 
leased by the Bank of 
Montreal. 

BMO economists now 
project economic growth 
in the province to be 1.7 
per cent this year, after the 
below-average 2.1 per cent 
in 2010. The outlook for 
2012 is no rosier. The re¬ 
port notes the Atlantic 
provinces, with manufac¬ 
turing and export-heavy 
economies, will likely see 
growth below two per cent 
through 2012. 

But it’s not all bad news. 


NDP spending 


^ BMO also had some posi¬ 
tive words about Premier 
Darrell Dexter and his NDP 
government’s attempt at 
reining in spending, 
noting the target of 1.3 per 
cent annualized spending 
growth is well below the 
five per cent growth seen 
over the last five years. 

“Fiscal restraint and a 
slowdown in capital spend¬ 
ing weigh on activity in the 
near term,” Robert Kavcic, 
an economist with BMO, 
said in a release issued yes¬ 
terday. “That said, while a 
sluggish job market is not 
helping, Nova Scotia’s job¬ 
less rate is now the lowest 
in Atlantic Canada at 8.4 
per cent.” 

Private-sector employ¬ 



ment this year, however, 
was 0.7 per cent lower than 
in 2010. 

Looking forward, real 
GDP in the province is pro¬ 
jected to grow by 1.7 per 
cent in 2012, above New 
Brunswick (1.4 per cent), 
P.E.I. (1.4 per cent) and 
Newfoundland (1.6 per 
cent). That’s just below the 
national average of 1.8 per 
cent.

Dexter 
blasts 
feds over 
shipwreck 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
says it’s unacceptable 
that the federal 
government is walking 
away from a shipwreck 
off the coast of Cape Bre¬ 
ton that could pose a 
long-term environmental 
threat to a productive 
fishing area. 

Dexter issued a stem 
rebuke to Ottawa yester¬ 
day soon after Transport 
Canada and the coast 
guard issued a joint state¬ 
ment saying the ground¬ 
ed bulk carrier MV Miner 
is not an environmental 
hazard because all of its 
fuel, lubricants and oily 


bilge water have been re¬ 
moved. 

“I just don’t believe 
that we can simply 
accept that the federal 
government is going to 
walk away from a wreck 
for which they provided 
the permits,” Dexter said. 

“The one thing that is 
absolutely certain is that 
the province of Nova Sco¬ 
tia is not liable for dam¬ 
ages. We didn’t cause it.” 

On Sept. 20, the empty 
230-metre ship was being 
towed by a tugboat to a 
Turkish scrapyard when 
it broke free in rough 
seas and ran aground on 
Scatarie Island, a provin¬ 
cial wilderness area 
about two kilometres 
from the northeast coast 
of Cape Breton. 

In the joint statement, 
Transport Canada and 
the coast guard said they 
have both fulfilled their 
commitments.

DFO won’t 
discuss 
rumours of 
job losses 

The Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans is nei¬ 
ther confirming nor deny¬ 
ing mmours of looming job 
cuts. 

DFO spokeswoman 
Melanie Carkner said yes¬ 
terday the department, like 
all federal departments, is 
undertaking a “strategic re¬ 
view” to ensure it is operat¬ 
ing efficiently. 

“As a department, we’re 
not going to discuss any ru¬ 
mours,” said Carkner. 

“Once our plans have been 
finalized, we will provide 
more information.” 

Carkner did not expand 
on what “plans” those 
might be. 

“We’ve been asked to 
find savings for 
Canadians,” she said.

They have travelled the glo¬ 
be, rubbed elbows with ce¬ 
lebrities and been cheered 
as heroes the world over. 
One year after 33 Chilean 
miners were winched to 
the surface from their en¬ 
tombment 700 metres un¬ 
derground, they still get 
recognition for their incre¬ 
dible saga of endurance and 
survival. 

But, perhaps surpri¬ 
singly, the instant fame and 
status have brought pro¬ 
blems of their own, and the 
promised riches have never 
materialized. 

The Copiapo miners ha¬ 
ve walked a long road since 
their dramatic rescue from 
the San Jose mine was wat¬ 
ched on television by an es¬ 
timated one billion viewers. 

Many of the miners say 
they are worse off now than 
they were before the acci¬ 
dent. Some are without ste¬ 
ady jobs and most are still 
on medical leave recove¬ 
ring from the trauma of ha¬ 
ving been buried alive for 
10 weeks. 

Fourteen of the miners 
rely on a government disa¬ 
bility pension of $470 a 
month, but they are still 
struggling. 

Now, however, “Los 33” 
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miners have sued 
the Chilean state for 
$17 million US, 
saying it failed to 
ensure safe working 
conditions. 


are starting to mobilize, ho¬ 
ping to make some money 
from their experience. They 
have hired the law firm Ca¬ 
rey and Company and esta¬ 
blished a committee to 
protect their image and sell 
their story. They have also 
signed a deal with the Wi¬ 
lliam Morris Endeavor 
agency for film and televi¬ 
sion projects. Meanwhile, 


Hollywood producer Mike 
Medavoy plans to make a 
movie of their story based 
on a book by author Hector 
Tobar, which was inspired 
by miner Victor Segovia’s 
writings while he was un¬ 
derground. 

Determined to seek justi¬ 
ce, some of the miners have 
filed a negligence suit 
against the Chilean govern¬ 


ment for failing to ensure 
proper working conditions 
at the mine. 

And, perhaps most sur¬ 
prising of all, more than 
half of the men say they 
want to go back under¬ 
ground. It’s a matter of sim¬ 
ple economics, they say — 
they need the money — 
and mining is all they 
know.

A celebration 

It should have been a time 
of triumph for the 33 res¬ 
cued Chilean miners. 

Instead, many of them 
partied a little too hard, 
and controversy has emer¬ 
ged over the effectiveness 
of the care the men recei¬ 
ved, especially after news 
surfaced that miner Edi¬ 
son Pena was in rehab for 
drug and alcohol abuse. 

Alberto Iturra, chief 
psychologist of the rescue 
mission, says his team 


couldn’t prevent some si¬ 
tuations from occurring. 
“A struggle began on get¬ 
ting exclusive interviews 
from the media, not allo¬ 
wing the miners to spend 
more time with their fa¬ 
milies,” he said. 

“Only a few days after 
their return to the surfa¬ 
ce, there was an explosive 
excess of partying and 
drinking for them. They 
didn’t even have the time 
to rest in hospital.” 


But Alejandro Pino, ma¬ 
nager of the Chilean Sa¬ 
fety Association, insists he 
did everything he could to 
get the best results from 
the treatment program. 

“Medical issues such as 
alcoholism are not necessa¬ 
rily as a psychological con¬ 
sequence of the accident,” 
he said. “In truth, the 
men’s psychological beha¬ 
viour was much better 
than we expected anyway.”

O Sloan disqualified from marathon after taking bus 
to finish course O Faces ban from future marathons 


After crossing the finish 
line in third place and 
smashing his personal 
best, Rob Sloan celebrated 
and boasted how he’d just 
completed an “unbeliev¬ 
ably tough” marathon. 

It turns out that things 
weren’t quite what they 
seemed. 

Sloan, organizers say, 
had actually dropped out 
32 kilometres into the 
race, hitched a ride on a 
spectator shuttle bus and 
emerged from the woods 
near the finish line to 
make the podium. 

After initially describing 
claims that he cheated in 


Famous cheats

cases of cheating in a 
marathon came at the 
Boston Marathon in 1980 , 
where Rosie Ruiz was the 
first woman to cross the 
finish line but was disqual¬ 
ified when officials discov¬ 
ered she jumped into the 
race about 1.5 kilometres 
from the end. 

Sunday’s Kielder Marathon 
in the U.K. as “laughable,” 
the 31-year-old former 
army mechanic admitted 


his transgression following 
an investigation.

People saw him run 
through the bushes — we 
had him hook, line and 
sinker,” said Dave Roberts, 
one of the marathon organ¬ 
izers.

Backlog causing 
problems 
worldwide: RIM 


Research In Motion’s 
reputation for reliability 
took another bruising 
yesterday, as technical 
glitches affecting 
millions of BlaclcBerrys 
around the world spread 
to Canada, giving users 
another reason to switch 
to competitors. 

The BlaclcBerry outage 
— the biggest in the 
company’s history — 
even reached Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper’s 


office. 

Andrew MacDougall, 
spokesman for the prime 
minister, took to social 
networking site Twitter 
yesterday and tweeted: 
“Am being impacted by 
RIM/Berry service outage 
— please call if you need 
to reach me.” 

Outages for RIM’s in¬ 
stant messaging service, 
email and browsing 
started at the beginning 
of the week in Europe 
and then spread to the 
Middle East, Africa and 
hit Canada yesterday. 

The list of affected re¬ 
gions also included areas 
of South America, as 
well as Asian markets in¬ 
cluding Hong Kong, 
Japan, Singapore and In¬ 
dia. 

RIM’s chief technolo¬ 
gy officer David Yach 
said the company is 
working around the 
clock to send the unde¬ 
livered messages, noting 
that the problem isn’t re¬ 
lated to a security 
breach.

Air Canada 
strike put 
off for now 

Air Canada passengers are 
breathing a sigh of relief 
that a day of uncertainty 
has ended with the block¬ 
ing of a planned strike by 
flight attendants just hours 
before it was set to begin.

Scientists have cracked 
the genetic code of the 
Black Death, one of histo¬ 
ry’s worst plagues, and 
found that its modern 
day bacterial descendants 
haven’t changed much. 

Luckily, we have. 

The evolution of socie¬ 
ty and medicine and our 
own bodies has far 
outpaced the evolution 
of that deadly bacterium, 
scientists said. 

The 14th century bug 
is nearly identical to the 
modern-day version of 
the same germ. There are 
only a few dozen changes 
among the more than 4 
million building blocks 
of DNA, according to the 
journal Nature. 

What that shows is 
that the plague was dead¬ 
ly for reasons beyond its 
DNA, authors said. 

In its day, the disease 
killed between 30 million 
and 50 million people — 
about one of every three 
Europeans. It came at the 
worst possible time — 
when the climate was 
suddenly getting colder, 
the world was in the 
midst of a long war and 
horrible famine, and peo¬ 
ple were moving into 
closer quarters, scientists 
say. And it was likely the 
first time the disease had 
struck humans, attacking 
people without any 
innate protection.

It’s like a deer 
in headlines 

For the past week, a massive, short- 
tempered stag has been charging into 
British headlines, goring a man in the 
middle of a picnic and chasing one 
woman through the brush. 

The stag’s rampage has cast a shad¬ 
ow over Bushy Park, a quiet suburban 
expanse of tree-lined avenues and 
ponds some 21 kilometres southwest 
of central London. 

“I’ve been in and out of the park for 
20 years, and this is the first time I’ve 
heard of people being attacked in such 


quick succession,” said Robert Piper, a 
sports and wildlife photographer 
whose dramatic shots of the angiy 
deer have kept it in the headlines. 

Bushy Park holds 320 deer, which 
roam freely across a 445-hectare area 
of meadows and forested areas. 

They are generally gentle creatures 
— until fall’s rutting season. 

Park veteran Dick Hill, a 64-year-old 
retiree with binoculars dangling from 
his neck, says, “There have been quite 
a few of (the incidents) this year.” 

Hill said a shortage of female deer 
could be to blame for the aggressive 
behaviour. 

London’s feisty press have traced 
the path of the stag’s rampage under 
articles bearing names such as “Stag

The reality 
is, it does,” Good shared 
during a recent phone in¬ 
terview. “Music is different 
because there are artists 
and then there are enter¬ 
tainers. A line is drawn be¬ 


tween the two.” 

Sure, throwing smiling, 
young faces on a stage and 
having them sing while 
dangling their hopes and 
dreams in front of them 
makes for great television, 
but Good warns that is not 
how artists are bom. 

“You either are one, or 
you aren’t one, you can’t 
just become one,” he said. 
“The majority of art created 
in this world is not done by 
happy people. If you’re in a 
state of utter contentment, 
why would you be inspired 
to create anything?” 


Writing through his ad¬ 
diction to Ativan, being bi¬ 
polar, and a messy divorce, 
Good’s ambition to contin¬ 
ue to create music is his 
form of therapy. Success 
may put money in the 
bank, but, according to 
Good, is not an instmment 
with which to measure 
serenity. 

“Contentment implies 
perfection. That’s unfortu¬ 
nately because as an artist 
you try to find that missing 
piece to the puzzle that 
you’ll spend your whole life 
trying to find.”

formed Man, and then 
with 2004’s Has Been. 

“I ultimately presented 
them with this and they 
were a little hesitant at 
first and then they got be¬ 
hind it,” said the Montre¬ 
al-born star, who’s won 
two Emmy Awards and a 
Golden Globe. 

To gauge whether the 
project would work, Shat¬ 
ner and Hamilton tackled 
the toughest tune first. 

“I didn’t know Adam at 
that time and I said to 
him, ‘Look, you don’t 
know whether I’m capa¬ 
ble of doing this and I 
don’t know whether 
you’re capable of doing 
this record. Let’s start 
with Bohemian Rhapsody 
and if we can do Bohemi¬ 
an Rhapsody, we can cer¬ 
tainly do the rest of the 
album,”’ said Shatner.

DIY IDEAS 


With more forethought, 
Adam might not have bit¬ 
ten the apple and I might 


not have planted apple 
trees. But he did, and I did, 
and we each must deal with 
the consequences. 

For my part, I hadn’t re¬ 
alized that apple trees had 
so many pest and disease 


problems until I planted 25 
dwarfs. Sure, those prob¬ 
lems can be fought with re¬ 
peated sprays of pesticides. 
But with a little research 
and planning, an accept¬ 
able crop of high quality ap¬ 


ples can be harvested using 
little or no pesticide. 

Insect thugs 

The three major insect 
pests for apples are the ap¬ 
ple maggot, plum curculio 
and codling moth. Apple

maggots are the worst of 
the lot, dimpling fruits and 
riddling them with brown 
trails of burrowing larvae. 

Thankfully, the apple 
maggot has an Achilles 
heel. When this insect 
emerges as a fly about six 
weeks after the trees have 
bloomed, the females 
search around the biggest, 
reddest apples in which to 
lay eggs. Ms. Maggot can be 
hoodwinked with fake ap¬ 
ples: red spheres coated 
with a sticky material 
called Tangletrap. 

Or with sacrificial real 
apples: Buy the firmest, red¬ 
dest Red Delicious you can 
find, force a stiff wire 
through the core to hang 
the apple, and coat the fruit 
with Tangletrap. 

One trap per dwarf tree, 
hung at head height in 
clear view, or four traps per 
full-size apple tree, should 
provide an irresistible en¬ 
ticement to the egg-laying 
apple maggot. 

Plum curculio, which is 
active during the six weeks 
immediately following 
bloom, can cause fruit to 
drop early. The traditional 
way to thwart it, effective if 
done diligently, is to spread 


an old sheet or dropcloth 
beneath each tree each 
morning, then give the tree 
or branches a sharp whack 
with a padded mallet. 

Curculios drop from the 
tree and play dead, at 
which point they can be 
gathered up and destroyed. 
Letting chickens forage be¬ 
neath apple trees also offers 
some control. 

Spraying is another way 
to control curculio. The ma¬ 
terial, marketed under the 
name Surround, leaves a 
white coating on the fruit. 
Build up a good, powdery 
base with three sprays just 
before trees bloom, then 
spray every seven to 10 
days, or after heavy rains. 

The clay spray also 
thwarts codling moth, with 
its signature big, fat worm. 
This pest is active for much 
of the season, but even 
unchecked, affects only 25 
per cent of fruits. 

Disease 

The three worst diseases af¬ 
flicting apple trees are fire 
blight, cedar-apple rust and 
scab. Certain pesticides con¬ 
trol cedar apple rust, but 
spraying must begin before 
blossoms open.

Metro’s homebuyers Joe 
Stanton and Liam and 
Madeleine Rushton have 
both purchased a new 
home. Now they are talk¬ 
ing about renovations and 
trying to determine how to 
go about getting them 
done. 

When Stanton, a 42- 
year-old banking execu¬ 
tive, closed the deal on a 
downtown condo, he 
knew the first thing he 
would do when he took 
possession was upgrade 
the bathroom. 

The Rushtons, who just 
found out they are expect¬ 
ing twins, are keen to have 
a family room in their new 
home in the suburbs. They 
definitely have the space 
to add a room ... now all 


they need is the know¬ 
how. 

Moe Abbas, owner of Ot¬ 
tawa General Contractors, 
says the first step in any 
renovation is the design 
process itself. You need to 
spell out exactly what you 
want to do in order to get a 
good quote for any project. 

“The best is to go with a 
design and build compa¬ 
ny,” he says. “Then I would 
call a few contractors to 
get a rough idea of how 
much it would cost.” 

The Rushtons’ project 
will cost about $100,000 
while Stanton’s bathroom 
will run $10,000. 

The Rushtons hire an ar¬ 
chitect for detailed plans 
of their sunroom. 

Stanton plans out his 
bathroom himself, using 
his own ideas and gather¬ 
ing information from bath¬ 


room retailers and renova¬ 
tion sources including 
books, magazines and 
websites. 

For the Rushtons, “It’s a 
very detailed process. It’ll 
be about five to six months 
to see a shovel hit the 
ground,” Abbas says. 

Abbas recommends 
padding the quoted price 
by five to 10 per cent. Part 
is for the normal overrun 
of a project, but also be¬ 
cause the Rushtons and 
Stanton will likely change 
plans. 

“People always want to 
add things while they’re 
renovating — you might as 
well do the siding, you 
might as well change the 
windows — you see what I 
mean,” he says. 

“It’s very rare that an 
addition comes in at the 
price it was quoted at.”

Goal-happy Moose on a roll

scoring binge O Rare winning streak could extend to four games

Goals, glorious goals. 

Halifax Mooseheads fans 
have been starved for them 
for the past three years, but 
the famine appears to have 
ended. With 43 goals in just 
10 games — including a 19- 
goal feast in their past three 
— the Mooseheads are 
third in the QMJHL in goals 
per game. 

“Pretty much everyone 
on this team can score and 
that’s what makes us 
strong — you never know 
who’s going to step up,” 
said Mooseheads defence- 
man Konrad Abeltshauser. 
“We have different players 
doing it every night.” 

To put things in perspec¬ 
tive, the Mooseheads 
hadn’t scored 19 goals in 
any three-game stretch 
since November 2007. Com¬ 
ing into this season, they’d 
averaged a meager 2.69 
goals per game since 2008- 
09, the second lowest total 
in the Canadian Hockey 
League. 

Even with top returning 
scorer Martin Frlc sidelined 
all season with a concus¬ 
sion, 11 different forwards 
have lit the lamp. The top¬ 
line trio of Nathan MacKin¬ 
non, Darcy Ashley and Luca 
Ciampini has combined for 
16 goals, but second-liner 
Matthew Boudreau has six 
of his own and a smattering 
of other players have 
chipped in. It’s all added up 
to a 6-4 start. 

“We’ve got basically four 
lines that can put the puck 


in the net on any given 
night,” said left-winger 
Alexandre Cote, who exem¬ 
plified the Mooseheads’ 
depth on Sunday when he 
scored two goals and two 
assists despite starting on 
the fourth line. 

“Scoring goals is not a 
problem for us, I don’t 
think.” 


Only once have the 
Mooseheads averaged 4.3 
goals per game in a season, 
when they hosted the Me¬ 
morial Cup in 2000. 

But their offence has led 
them to three straight wins. 
Another tonight at 7 p.m. 
against the Blainville-Bois- 
briand Armada at the Metro 
Centre would give them 


just their second four-game 
winning streak since 2008- 
09. 

“We’re not stopping 
now,” Abeltshauser said. 
“We want to have a good 
roll going and climb up. 
We’re (ninth in the league) 
right now and we’re not fin¬ 
ished yet. We want to go 
higher.”

Boston Red Sox executive 
Theo Epstein has agreed to 
a five-year contract with the 
Chicago Cubs, according to 
multiple media reports. 

The 37-year-old Epstein 
would leave the Red Sox 
with a year remaining on 
his contract as general 


manager and take over 
what is expected to be an 
expanded role with the 
Cubs, who have gone 103 
years without a World Se¬ 
ries championship. 

Radio station WEEI in 
Boston, ESPN the Magazine 
and SI.com all cited uniden¬ 


tified sources in reporting 
that Epstein has agreed to a 
deal. Details, which could 
include compensation to 
the Red Sox, were still be¬ 
ing worked out. 

The Cubs declined com¬ 
ment yesterday and Red 
Sox officials could not be 


reached by The Associated 
Press. 

On Tuesday, a person fa¬ 
miliar with the situation 
told the AP that Epstein was 
likely to join the Cubs with¬ 
in 48 hours. 

With Epstein at the 
helm, the Red Sox ended an 


86-year World Series cham¬ 
pionship drought in 2004 
and won the title again in 
2007. 

Cubs chairman Tom 
Ricketts fired GM Jim 
Hendiy in August and the 
team finished 71-91.
